Mollie spoke very little of her life. I know it was a hard life of a farm laboror, mostly cotton. She 
was abandoned by her husband after 1900. 3 of her 6 children can not be accounted for after the 
1910 census. I do know that John Drew stated that James Robert died of rabbies around age 10. 
That she had other children that had died as well. John recalled "riding the bag" (being tied to a 
cotton bag as to not fall off) while Mollie dragged him as she picked cotton. I have placed her 
mostly in AL: Lowndes, Butler & Mobile counties. But is romured that she worked in MS as well. 


Although no one actually knew her maiden name, the names Grant, Albert, Savage and Mims were 
recalled by her oldest son Elija Thomas. Mollie was said to be of Indian decent. 


I have found in the following info on the 1880 US Census:

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I feel that this is a possible match for Mollie, due to the DOB, POB. She told my mom about 
growing up with a Gertrude, and the name Savage that had been mentioned. My mom had 
contacted some relatives (cousin Eddy Drew Mims) back in the 70's in Fort Deposit, AL, all of 
whom are dead now. The Grant and Mims lines do cross. But limited info/names on my end has 
made it a slow process. 


Sometimes | 
wonder if I'll ever find what I'm looking for.
